Dear  Fellow  Gardeners:- 

It  is  somewhat  difficult  to  select,  from  my  collection  of  about  a  thousand  varieties  of  irises,  the  limited  number  that  can — ■  - 
be  mentioned  in  this  brief  folder,  but  so  many  people  have  expressed  satisfaction  with  the  compactness  and  convenience 
of  this  kind  of  list  that  I  shall  keep  to  it,  for  the  present  at  least.  An  effort  has  been  made  to  list  those  irises  that  seem  to 
stand  out  as  the  best  that  can  now  be  offered  at  a  moderate  price,  with  some  few  of  the  choice  newer  ones  that  have  proved 
beautiful  and  hardy  enough  to  deserve  a  place  in  any  garden  and  any  list.  For  every  one  of  the  latter  at  least  two  others 
have  come  and  gone  (unsung,  if  not  always  unwept!).  Many  of  the  recent  winters  were  most  unfavorable  to  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  new  irises,  in  our  exposed  situation  and  trying  climate,  but  this  winter  seems  to  date  to  have  been  a  welcome 
exception  and  it  looks  as  if  it  were  not  too  much  to  expect  to  see  Clara  Noyes,  Indian  Chief,  Rameses,  Redwing,  Purissima, 
Wambliska,  and  some  other  promising  newcomers  in  bloom  this  season. 

Although  there  is  no  attractive  landscaped  garden  at  Lark  Meadows  to  show  visitors,  I  shall  be  pleased  to  welcome 
anyone  interested  in  studying  a  fairly  large  test  field  collection  of  irises,  and  a  number  of  other  perennials,  including  some 
thirty  varieties  of  hemeroeallises,  about  a  hundred  kinds  of  rock  garden  plants,  quite  a  variety  of  phloxes  and  hardy  asters, 
and  bloom  of  one  kind  or  another  all  the  season.  A  very  thrifty  planting  of  several  thousand  Siberians  should  be  a  pleasing 
sight  in  June  and  give  extra  good  stock  for  dipping.

Purple  Pumila — Fine  for  massing . 6  for  .50

Ariel — Soft  harebell  blue  at  first,  becoming  light  violet  blue .  $  .50 

Autumn  King — Red-purple  bicolor  blooming  also  in  the  fall.  One  of  the  best  among  the  early  ones .  .50

Halfdan — Palest  cream,  almost  white.  Very  desirable  for  cutting .  .25 

Ingeborg — Large  snow  white  flower.  An  old  favorite .  .25 

Kochii — Rich  dark  purple  of  striking  tone,  fine  finish.  Richer  than  Crimson  King  but  a  more  touchy  grower  .25 

Kulan  Tith — About  the  largest  and  tallest  of  the  early  irises.  Light  violet  blue  self  color .  .50 

Lavender  Seedling — Frilled  light  lavender.  Free  blooming  and  attractive  both  in  garden  and  vase  . !  .50 

Leota— Milk  white,  with  light  violet  flush  over  the  F  at  times.  Good  with  early  blues .  .25 

Lurline — Usually  our  earliest  “pink.”  Light  lilac  mauve  with  deeper  falls .  .25 

Lustre — New,  rather  richly  colored  reddish  violet  of  a  shade  distinct  among  the  early  irises .  .35 

Mandraliscae — A  good  ’’backbone  of  the  garden”  blue.  Tall,  ruffled,  long  blooming . 2  for  .25 

Miranda — Large  and  tall  deep  blue,  of  silky  texture.  Extra  good . .  .  25 

Mrs.  Alan  Gray — A  delicate  bit  of  early  color  in  pink  lavender  with  bluish  cast.  Fall  blooming  tendency _ .2  for  .25
